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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-5 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1-2 recites a code system for obtaining access to a system wherein 
includes instructions to access any of plurality of numeric values 
mathematically to reach the code number and selecting one or more input 
symbols to arrive mathematically at a given numerical value. Although, the 
claimed invention recites a system, they are also directed to a system of code 
for executing instructions and input signals. Thus, claims 1-2 are directed to 
an abstract idea that involves functional descriptive material. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-2 and 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Clemot, et al. (US 5,894,519). 

Claim 1 

Clemot discloses a code system for obtaining access to a locking system 
comprising the following steps, which involves addressing a service of. 

a. providing a plurality of numeric values in a system; (col.3, lines 3-4 and col.6, lines 
8-9) 

b. assigning a code number of one or more digits; (col.3, lines 10-15 and col.4, lines 
61-63) 

c. accessing of any of said plurality of numeric values mathematically to reach the said 
code number through computer processing steps, (col.4, lines 20-39; the claimed 
code number, digits, and numeric values are broad because these terms does not 
define or explain what comprises a code number and numeric values. The 
claimed code number, digits, and numeric values merely consists of numbers 
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(col.4, lines 61-63), where they can broadly interpret as being in any form of 
numbers, secret code, PIN, password, etc., that can be provided in or inputted 
into a system. Hence, Clemont discloses the secret code has a secret code image 
corresponding to a plurality of antecedent codes (col. 3, lines 39-50). The secret 
code entered by the user reads on the claimed code number and the antecedent 
codes reads on the numerical value.) 
Claim 2 

Clemot discloses a code system for obtaining access to a system comprising the 
following steps: 

(a) providing a code number in a computer system; (col.3, lines 10-15 and col.6, lines 
8-9) 

b) providing a plurality input symbols each of which is a given numerical value; (col.3, 
lines 44-50; the claimed code number, digits, and numeric values are broad 
because these terms does not define or explain what comprises a code number 
and numeric values. The claimed code number, digits, and numeric values 
merely consists of numbers (col.4, lines 61-63), where they can broadly interpret 
as being in any form of numbers, secret .code, PIN, password, etc., that can be 
provided in or inputted into a system. Further, symbols can broadly interpret as 
characters or images. Hence, Clemont discloses the secret code has a secret 
code image corresponding to a plurality of antecedent codes (col.3, lines 39-50). 
The secret code entered by the user reads on the claimed code number and the 
antecedent codes reads on the numerical value.) 
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(c) selecting one or more of said input symbols to arrive mathematically at a given 
numerical value which is the sum of the respective input symbols selected; (col.4, lines 
20-25) 

(d) processing said sum of the respective input symbols in said computer system to 
arrive mathematically at a sum of said input signals and comparing in said computer 
system said sum to see said code number to ascertain if said code members is the 
same as said sum; (col.4, lines 32-62 and col.6, lines 10-13) 

(e) providing access to open a system based on a positive comparative identity between 
said sum and said code number, (col.4, lines 15-16 and col.5, lines 40-46) 

Claim 4 

Clemot discloses a coding system for obtaining a system comprising the 
following steps: 

(a) a hardware member having a plurality of input members adapted to be manipulated, 
each of said input members having an assigned numerical value associated therewith 
proving input data; (col.3, lines 10-50 and col.6, lines 8-9; Clemont discloses the 
claimed input members having an assigned numerical value is referring to the 
secret code which has a secret code image corresponding to antecedent codes. 
Clemont discloses the secret code images are in the memory and chosen by the 
user (col.3, lines 30-35). All the antecedent codes (s1, s2, s3...sn) which give an 
image S also corresponding to the image of the true secret code and is used to 
verify the authentication.) 
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(b) computer means (col.2, lines 63-67) interconnected electrically to said hardware 
members, said computer means adapted to said process input numerical data; (col.3, 
lines 49-51 and col. 6, lines 5-8) 

(c) means to calculate a total of the input members to reach a predetermined number; 
(col.4, lines 15-16 and col.5, lines 2-30) 

(d) means to compare said predetermined number in such computer with the number 
calculated from said input numbers and open access to a system if said predetermined 
number is the same number as said calculated number, (col.4, lines 32-62 and col.6, 
lines 10-13) 

Claim 5 

Clemot discloses a coding apparatus for obtaining a system comprising: 

(a) a hardware member having a plurality on input members adapted to be manipulated, 
each of said input members having an assigned numerical value associated therewith 
proving input data; (col.3, lines 10-50 and col.6, lines 8-9; Clemont discloses the 
claimed input members having an assigned numerical value is referring to the 
secret code which has a secret code image corresponding to antecedent codes. 
Clemont discloses the secret code images are in the memory and chosen by the 
user (col.3, lines 30-35). All the antecedent codes (s1, s2, s3...sn) which give an 
image S also corresponding to the image of the true secret code and is used to 
verify the authentication.) 

(b) first computer means interconnected to said hardware member, said computer 
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means adapted to hold a code number; (col.6, lines 5-8) 

(e) second computer means (col.3, lines 49-51 and col.2, lines 63-67) interconnected 
to said first computer means to receive and process (col.4, lines 15-16 and col.5, lines 
2-30) said input date to from said hardware member and compare said input members 
to said code number, (col.4, lines 32-62 and col.6, lines 10-13) 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 

this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Morris (US 6,353,848). 

Claim 3 

Morris discloses a code process for accessing a system comprising: 

(a) first surface disposed on a portion of said register device; (col.6, lines 52-56) 

(b) a plurality of keys each said key push buttons member having associated therewith 
an assigned number; (col.1, lines 39-41) 
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(c) micro switch means associated with each of said push key members, said micro 
switch members being activated by each of said key members; (col.9, lines 9-13) 

(d) electrical lead means interfaced with said micro switch member, and with said 
computer; (col.6, lines 35-38) 

(e) computer means that functions to determine if there is not a proper correlation 
between the coded number placed in the system by the user and the numerical data 
placed in the system, (col. 12, lines 44-50; the claimed code number, digits, and 
numeric values are broad because these terms does not define or explain what 
comprises a code number and numeric values. The claimed code number, digits, 
and numeric values merely consists of numbers where they can broadly interpret 
as being in any form of numbers, secret code, PIN, password, etc., that can be 
provided in or inputted into a system. Morris discloses passwords utilized by a 
user are referring to the claimed code number.)
